Control Program.  It applies to all Grissom Air Reserve Base personnel

SUMMARY OF REVISIONS

This revision defines the Estates at Eagles Pointe outside the local area for SIOP Alert.  A (|) indicates
revisions from the previous edition.

1. Responsibilities. Commanders, or their representatives, at Grissom ARB may authorize or approve
reimbursement of personal transportation expenses for members performing official business within the
area.

2. Definition of Local Area. The local area includes Grissom ARB and the counties of Miami, Carroll,
Cass, Fulton, Wabash, Grant, Howard, and Tipton.  For SIOP alert, the local area will be limited to Gris-
som ARB.  Effective 1 January 1998, Estates at Eagle Pointe will be considered outside the local area for
SIOP alert.

3. Definition of Corporate Limits .  The former base housing, now the Estates at Eagles Pointe, is con-
sidered as corporate limits of Grissom ARB IN.

4. Travel Outside the Local Area. Traveling outside the local area will require official travel orders.
